An article in the "Call and Post", Cleveland 
weekly Negro newspaper, issue of July 24, 1965, stated that 
Dr. KING will attempt to get the Negroes of Cleveland to 
stop complaining in private and to use the power of the vote 
to stem the wave of racial indignities being suffered by Negro 
residents. The article stated that Dr. KING is expected to 
speak out about the "shameful disinterest of Negroes" in 
participating in the Special Voter Registration and 
Education campaign in Cleveland, which has as its goal the 
registering of 60,000 unregistered potential voters.

arrested, the newspaper does not follow witb full details. ._.~ 


In addition, in a three-quarter-page ad in the “Indianapolis 
Recorder," a weekly Negro newspaper publishcd in Indianapolis, 
the IASCLC announced that C, T, Vivian would be in 
Indianapolis July 10, 1965, to give a sermon at St. John's 
Missionary Baptist Church, Indianapolis. ‘ 


On July 10, 1965, C, T. Vivian was observed by a Special 
Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation entering the 
St. John's Missionary Baptist Church. He gave a sermon, 
the context of which is unknown, and after his sermon, he 
gathered with approximately 75 other individuals, both 
Negro and white, across the street in the city park from 
the offices of the "Indianapolis Star." 
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It was observed that Vivian was the center of the activity - 
and it appearcd he was giving instructions to those os 
individuals in the park. A picket line was then formed =: 
around the offices of the “Indianapolis Star,” and this 
picketing continued for approximately one to one and one-half 
hours. The pickcts carried signs: ‘Why can‘t you have a 
Necro columist?"; "We want to read both sides.”; "On no

uncertain terms Doctor Martin Luther King is our leader.“ 


The demonstration was disbanded after the Reverend Erown 


prescnted an open letter to one of the reporters of the 
"Indianapolis Siar.” 


It was noted that Cl™= Vivian took charge of disbanding 
this group and aliovweu approximately ten at a time to 
cross the strect with the street light in their favor 


until all were across in the park and then they were dis- 
banded. 


A Special Agent of the FBI obtained a copy of the open 
Ictter to the "Indianapolis Star,* which was dated 
July 8, 1965, and is set out as follows: 


In reply to your bad Editorial ag July 8th, -we 
would like to raise some points of defense 
for Noble Peace Prize Winncr, Martin Luther King. 


In the first place you labcled him as “the 
trouble-making winner of the Nobel Prize." What 
kind of trouble has Dr. King caused in his fight 
to break dewn the barricrs of bigotry and dis- 
crimination against the Negno people? To whom 
has he caused trouble? We did not know that those 
who contend for justice and liberty could cause 


anyone trouble except those who would dcny justice 
and frecdom, 


If Dr. King is, as you have stated, a “troublce-makcr” 
in your cycs, then it czn only be that you are 
Sympathetic with the forccs of prejudicc, bigotry 
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and intolcrance against whom Dr. King has been 

leading the struggle on behalf of the Negro 

people. You are in the same political and 
philosophical bed as Wallace of Alabama and 

other segregationists of this country. They, 

too, considcr King a “trouble-maker,.” Speaking 

of Dr. King following the “Communist Line,” we 

have sense enough to sce that you consistently 

follow the “Scegregationist Line.” In the opinion 

of many there iS always something constitutionally 
wrong with any idea to help the Negro people, 

but we never hear you espousing any idea to help 

the Negro without you considering it unconstitutional, 
As long as Wallace and the other bigots of the 

South denicd the ballot to Negroes you never said a 
word about it, but the moment Dr. King begins 

to do somcthing about it he becomes a “troublc-maker”™ 
and when Congress considcred a bill to convict this 
injustice this bill is in your opinion unconstitutional, 
We would like to let you know that in no uncertain 
terms, Mr. Indianapolis Star, that we the Negro 
people of Indianapolis understand that behind your 
mask of hypocracy and smiles there is a heart as 
bigoted and prejudiccd against thc Negro people as 
is Wallace and the other scgregationists of the South,

In the second place you attempt to label Dr. King 

as a communist simply because he is for a negotiated 
peace in Vict Nam, This is not only a piece of 

vicious, mean slandcr,-but an insult to the intclligence 
of the Negro people. What do you think we Negrocs 

are, fools? The time is passe’ that Negroes will 
belicve somcthing simply because “Mr. Charlic” 

Says it and the time is also over when Negroes are going 
to allow white people to tell us who our leaders 

are, or to pick them for us. We want to let you and 
everyone elsc know that in. no uncertain terms this 
attempt of yours to discredit Dr. King in the eyes of 
the Negro people will not work. We know Dr. King 

is no Communist and we have and will continue to have 
unshaken confidence in his integrity and lcadcrship.

The Mey 4, 1942, issue of “Labor Action,” then 
an official publication of the Workers Party (WP), carried 
an article which reflected that the WP was formed in 
April, 1940, as a result of a split within the leadership 
of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). The article stated 
that when the Hitler-Stalin Pact was signed and Poland 
invaded, the minority group within the SiiP, in proclaiming 
the formation of the WP, condemned the puct as being 
imperialistic in nature and stated it would not support 
either imperialist camp. 


The April 25, 1949, issue of "Labor Action" 
contained an account of the Fifth National Convention of 
the WP, held March 24-27, 1949, in New York City, which 
reflected the change of name of the organization from the 
WP to the Independent Socialist League (ISL) in-order to 
emphasize the character of the group as a propaganda group 
for the spreading of socialist ideas and not as a full- 
fledged political party. 


The July 14, 1958, issue of ‘Labor Action,” an 
official publication of the ISL, contained an article 
captioned, “The ISL Program in Brief." The article indicated: 
"The ISL stands for socialist democracy and against the two 
systems of exploitation which now divide the world: 
capitalism and Stalinism. The ISL, as a Marxist movement, 
looks to the working class and its ever-present struggle 
as the basic progressive force in society. The ISL is 
organized to spread the ideas of socialism in the labor 
movement and among all other sections of the people. There 
can be no lasting and genuine democracy without socialism 
and there can be no socialism without democracy.” 


The September 22, 1958, issue of “Labor Action" 
contained an undated statement signed by the Political 
Committee of the ISL which indicated that the ISL had been 
Gissolved. The statement urged former ISL members to join 
tne Socialist Party-Social Democratic Federation.
